Three New Members Elected to Board of Trustees of The Cleveland Museum of Art 


Michael Sherwin, Board President, announced the election of new Trustees in conjunction 
with the annual meeting of the Board, on December 13, 1993. 

Adrienne Lash Jones . Associate Professor and Chair of the Department of African- 
American Studies at Oberlin College, is a graduate of Fisk University and of Case Western Reserve 
University (CWRU), where she received both the MA. and Ph.D. in American Studies. Dr. Jones, 
who has served on the Advisory Council of the Museum since 1977, is an active participant in civic, 
cultural, and social affairs, serving also on the Distribution Committee of The Cleveland Foundation, 
the Board of Trustees of Karamu House, and the Visiting Committee for Student Affairs at CWRU. 
An active member of the Cleveland chapter of Links, Inc., a national association of African- 
American women, she is currently a member of the National Board of Trustees of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association (YWCA), of which she was a National Vice-President and a member 
of the 20-member Executive Committee of the World YWCA, representing the North American 
region from 1983 to 1992. 

In her chosen fields of scholarship-Women’s Studies and African-American History-Dr. 
Jones has contributed major articles to books and journals, including The Encyclopedia of Cleveland 
History and the Encyclopedia of Black Women* s History, She is author of Jane Edna Hunter: A Case 
Study of Black Leadership, 1910-1950, part of the 16- volume series, Black Women in United States 
History, Dr. Jones is now editing a book on philanthropy in the African-American experience and 
writing a history of African-American women in the YWCA of the United States. 

Dr. Jones is married to Dr. L. Morris Jones, a family physician, and is the mother of three 
adult sons. 
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George Gund, a native of Cleveland who lives in San Francisco, California, is an enthusiastic patron 
of the arts. Since the early 1970s, he has been importing and distributing Eastern European 
films and involved in independent productions in the United States and abroad. Mr. Gund has actively 
served severaJ international film festivals, as a juror at Istanbul and Moscow, as chair of San Francisco s, and 
as a longtime trustee of Cleveland’s^ he is also a director of the Sundance Institute, a member of the Ohio 
Film Bureau and of the Film Committee of the Museum of Modern Art and the Anthology Film Archive, 
both in New York, and a supporter of many film archives, festivals, and institutions, including the Cleveland 
Cinematheque at the Cleveland Institute of Ajrt. 

Mr. Gund’s art collections concentrate on Japanese, Western, and Northwest Indian art. A trustee 
of the Gund Collection of Western Art, the San Francisco Art Institute, and the University Art Museum at 
the University of California, Berkeley, he is a member of the International Council at the Museum of 
Modern Art, New York, and the Collectors Committee, the National Gallery of Art, Washington, D.C. 

Part of a family distinguished for its wide-ranging philanthropy, Mr. Gund is a trustee of the George 
Gund Foundation and the University of Nevada Foundation, of KQED public television and radio in San 
Francisco, of the Menninger Foundation in Topeka, Kansas, and of the International Founders Council of 
the National Museum of the American Indian, Smithsonian Institution. 

An active sportsman, with a particular interest in ice hockey, George Gund organized the first team 
at Western Reserve University, where he studied, and has played for the Cleveland Falcons, Sun Valley Suns, 
and other city league teams in San Francisco and Seattle. He and his brother Gordon currently own the 
National Hockey League’s San Jose Sharks, as well as the Cleveland Cavaliers of the National Basketball 
Association. He is on the hockey committee of the U.S. Olympic Team, a sponsor of the U.S. Luge Team 
and on the Board of Directors of both the Amateur Hockey Association of the United States, and the U.S. 
Hockey Hall of Fame. 

Mr. Gund is married to filmmaker lara Lee and is the father of two adult sons. 

Edwin Roth was born in Cleveland and attended public schools here. When he graduated from 

CWRU with a Bachelor of Business Administration in 1949, he embarked on a business career and involved 
himself in numerous local activities. He has continued to be especially active in Cleveland civic and social 
welfare agencies. He served as president of Bellefaire Children’s Residential Treatment Center (1975-78) 
and as chairman of Mt. Sinai Medical Center (1979-1982). Currently, or within the past five years, he has 
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been on the boards of United Way of Cleveland; the Jewish Community Federation of Cleveland; Playhouse 
Square Foundation; University Circle, Inc.; and the Board of Overseers of CWRU. In addition, Mr. Roth 
has served on the boards of the Northern Ohio CouncU of Camp Fire Girls, the Northern Ohio Respiratory 

Disease Association, and Menorah Park Home for the Aged. 

Mr. Roth spent most of his business career with APCOA and ITT. In 1975 he bought APCOA 
from ITT and in 1981 sold it to a private group, remaining as chairman and chief executive officer imtil 1987. 
In recent years he has developed a new business venture. Specialty Chemical Resources Inc., of which he is 
chairman and chief executive officer. 

He is married to Sarah Kennedy and is the father of four adult children. He and his wife collect 
modern and contemporary art.
